Nor is it an accident that in 

very week Dubinsky's 
article was being prepared for 
the Times, his outfit, Jewish 
Labor Committee, cting 
through ILGWU vice-president 
Charles Zimmerman, launched 
the scurrilous, lying charge of 
“anti-Semitism” against the Com- 
munist Party and the- Marxist 
monthly Political Affairs, which 
the press picked up eagerly. 
The attack was based on the 
contents of an article by Alex 
H. Kendrik and Jerome Golden, 
in the June issue of Political Af- 
fairs, describing the factors and 
course of development _ that 
caused certain of the-leaders of 
D'strict 65, Distributive, Proces- 
sing and Office Workers, to 
degenerate into right wingers.

ONE POINT IN the article 
held that the pro-Zionist posi 
tion of some leaders of District 
65 speeded their swing to the 
right. Regardless of the opi 
ions some may have on the linc 
of the PA article and the validity 
of some of its facts, only persons 
who have -Jost their minds, 
lost all respect for truth and ele 
mentary decency, could charge 
Communists with anti-Semitism. 

Past efforts, mainly at the. 
instigation “of the  slander- 
mongers-in Dubinsky’s camp, to 
pin such charges on the Soviet 


Union have only boomeranged. 


But there is an obvious purpose 
in this new effort to blow up 
the anti-Semitism cry—to shift 
public attention from the fact 
that the Dubinskys and Grays 
are themselves. justifying the 
control 
drive and are overlooking the 
-Semitic content in that 
drive that has become very 
pronounced these days. 

What is Dubinsky’ s thesis, as 
he developed it™in the Times? 
Like the McCarthyites, Dubin- 
sky says that America has give: 
no _ attention | to “investigating” 
and “exposing” »*Communism. 
a the McCarthyites he infers 


- ‘that the New Deal. encouraged | 
Communism. In view of this. 

» he. says, “the impor- 
‘tant: task today is to meet the 
problem that created McCar 
thyism, by adopting a more ef- 
‘fective, more American way to 
do the job he is doing.”. He ex- 
plains that “there would be no 
opportunity for the excesses of 
some of ‘our congressional in- 
vestigators’ if Communism had 
been fought “all these years.” 


DUBINSKY GOES to. some 
length to show that his only 
difference with McCarthy is 
with some of his. methods for 
athieving the SAME objectives. 
He objects’ to _McCarthyite 
“threats and terror.” 
like the idea of “tagging non- 
Communists as Communists.” 
He'd do away with the public 
fanfare and do it “quietly, 
secre and professionally.” 
But Dubinsky neglects to point 
out that the methods of ae 
Carthyism~ flow. from. its 
fascist objectives. It's merely 
debate between two sobeth on 
how to do the’job most effec 
tively. 

Dubinsky Advances a two- 
fold proposal. One, is a presi- 
dential commission that would ~ 
have the task of supplying 
“facts” to the people on the 
Communist “menace” and advise 
organizations on what is “sub- 
versive” and should be “cleaned 
out.” The functions of this 
commission, says 
binsky, “would go’ far beyond 
those now fulfilled by the Sub- 
versive Activities Control sang ge 
which is operating under the © 
McCarran. thougant-control “law. 

The second part of Dubinsky’s © 
remedy is a privately operated © 
“information center” for which 
his wnion is ready to contribut~ 
liberally. It would be a place 
to which wnions, and othe- 
groups “can turn -for light on 
front ‘organizations or on indi- 
viduals with a consistent record 
of identification with Commu- 
nist’ causes.” He explains that 
this “red index,” or, more truth- 
fully, a blacklist, would be more 
easily accessible to-.a- labor 
leader or business man than the 
files of the FBI, although he 
praises the latter to the skies.

It should be apparent that on 
the basjs of Dubins ery clearly’ 
set forth program in 
York Times Magazine, he and 
McCarthy are not very far apart 
basically. This is something to 
‘alarm labor, and, especially, the 
ILGWU membership. Dubin- 
sky, ‘a high AFL official, and an 
influential gee in some union 
quarters, ‘i s actually sabotaging 
“one of labor S$ main present-day 
struggles, affecting the very life 
of the unions. 

The struggle against McCar- 
thyism does not demand full 
agreement between those op- 
posed"to the menace. Some of 
the most conservative people in 


American life are becominz 
alarmed by it. Not all who fight 
it, recognize: all the implications 
of the McCarthy menace. But 
to do as- Dubinsky is doing-- 
looking for a common ground 
with McCarthyism—is most dan 
gerous because it is a step to 
divide and confuse . the forces

| Debts 


By LABOR RESEARCH ASSN. 
WHILE THE COST of liv- 
ing has risen to an all-time high, 
working class consumers are 
getting in hock up fo their ears. 
Total consumer debt’ rose 
again in May as families, espe- 
cially in low income groups, 
plunged deeper into debt. 

Total debt of consumers then 
outstanding was nearly $27 bil- 
Jion. and it -has since continued 
to rise as new debt contracted 
has exceeded the amount paid 
off on previous debts. 
Installment debt was the main 
part of this consumer debt load, 
and it has now reached a total 
well over $20 billion. (See our 
August Economic Notes,) 

Installment’ debt repayment 
as a percentage of so-called per- 
sonal “disposable” income, after 
taxes, reached an all-time high 
last year at 8.9 percent, com- 
pared with 8.4 percent in 1951 
and only: 2.8 - in 1945. 
And this year fias shown a fur- 
ther ‘increase in the ao ge. 
This ‘is of course: an over-all 
average for all income classes.
